He goes on to discuss a number of numismatic topics 
including his classifying the “Boynton" hoard for the British Museum (“I did not trouble to select a single 
specimen for myself) and mentions that “the ‘urge’ to get them is no longer so great” and that “I rarely 
get a new coin.” He mentions his attendance at the London Numismatic Congress noting that he spent 
much time with the French representatives as he was one of the “very few living Englishmen who can 
talk numismatics in French as well as English. You see I was brought up in France." In closing, he refers 
once again to the “books” being sent, saying “Remember when we wrote them no attempt had been made 
by anyone to get these pennies into defined classes-we started from scratch!” Mr. Farman may be the 
Melbourne collector Roy W„ whose collection, according to Manville and Robertson, was purchased 
by Seaby in 1960.
